SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., 
-—The Townsend Old Age 
organization lost its most important 
single test of political strength in 


the State of its origin yesterday, 
but apparently 11 of 20 congression- 
al candidates it indorsed were nom- 
inated in the primary election. 
The returns showed the defeat of 
Sheridan DowWney, legal counsel to 
Dr. F. E. Townsend, founder of the 
pension plan. Downey, behind whom 
the district Townsend organization 
had thrown its strength, lost the 
Third District Democratic nomina- 
tion to Representative Frank H. 
Buck. The count in 451 of 727 pre- 
cincts gave Buck 22,581 and Down-

McGroarty in Lead. 

John 8S. McGroarty, who intro- 
duced the original Townsend legis- 
lation in Congress and then broke 
with Townsend, was far ahead for 
the Democratic nomination in the 
Eleventh District. McGroarty had 
4631 votes against 2231 for J. C. 
Packard, his closest opponent, in 
incomplete returns. 

A. I. Stewart, Townsend candi- 


date who ran on the Republican 
ticket in the Eleventh District, 
trailed Carl Hinshaw, 2375 to 2682 
in 186 of 535 precincts. 

Representative John H. Hoeppel, 
recently convicted of conspiracy to 
sell a West Point appointment, 
dropped to third place among 
candidates seeking the 
Distric Democratic nomination, in 
returns from 199 of 488 precincts. 
The Democratic leader was H. J. 
Voorhis, San Dimas teacher, who 
had 2136 votes. 

In the same district, the Town- 
send-backed Republican candidate, 
W. R. Peeler, trailed F. F. Houser, 
Alhambra attorney, 936 to 1857. 

How Incumbents Fared. 

Townsend-backed incumbents who 
were leading or were not opposed 
for their party’s nomination were 
Representative Harry Englebright, 
R. J. Welch, A. E. Carter, B. W. 
Gearhart, Republicans; J. J. Me- 
trath, H. E. Stubbs, J..H. ‘Tolan, 
and Charles Kramer, Democrats.

“Whether the citizens of this city 
are going to run this town or wheth 
er William Randolph Hearst is go 
ing to run it is the main issue at 
stake,” the Mayor said. 

“If Hearst brings his gang of 
gorillas into Seattle we will make 
it hotter than hell for him. 

“As to radio reports of mob vio- 
lence, there has been no mob vio- 
lence since I became Mayor and 
there never will be” 

Dore said the situation had been 
“so quiet around the Post-Intelli- 
gencer building that the police com- 
plained their job was tiresome.” 


Jonathan Eddy Speaks. 

Jonathan Eddy, international sec- 
retary of the American Newspaper 
Guild, said there had been “no mob 
'and no violence by pickets in the 
strike so far.” 

“But if the mob which Hearst 
has hired at stupendous expense to 
crush this strike sets out to club 
and blackjack and shoot its way 
into the plant, the blood must be 
upon the head of William Randolph 
Hearst,” he said.

| The 1933 law, requiring that pro-

'tered with the Securities Exchange 
Commission in advance of sale, was 
challenged for the second time by 
J. Edward Jones, New York securi- 
ties operator. 

His petition contended the act 
violated state rights and conferred 
on the commission “inquisitorial 
powers to investigate at will sus- 
pected infractions of the laws.” 

Jones appealed from a ruling by 
the Second Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, which upheld a temporary in- 
junction granted by the Southern 
New York Federal District Court 
to restrain him from violating the 
act. The Supreme Court will an- 
nounce in October whether it will 
review the controversy. 

In deciding Jones’ previous chal- 
lenge last April 6, the Supreme 
Court refused to rule directly on

EX-CONVICT KILLED 
IN ROW OVER AUTO 


Virgil Hoffman, 35, Shot by 
Associate on East Side— 
Both Claimed Car. 


Virgil Hoffman, a former convict, 
35 years old. died at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital in East St. Louis at 11 a. m. 
today of a shotgun wound in the 
side, inflicted last night by an as- 
sociate with whom he had quarreled 
over an automobile to which both 
claimed ownership.

Meetings of workers continued 
yesterday to praise all concerned 
for executing the conspirators. Ob- 
servers termed the secret execu- 
tions, one of the boldest Bolshevik 
moves since the Czar and his fam- 
ily were put to death in a cellar in 
1918. 

Tried by Men They Led. 

Leon Kamenevy and Gregory 
Zinoviev, two. of the executed 
were founding fathers of the Rus- 
sian revolution. They had worked 
closely with Lenin, through prison 
terms, exile and underground agi- 
tation. After his death they had 
shared supreme power in Muscow 
for a few years with Stalin. Poth 
| wen, once leaders 
| proletariat, were tried before 
/very men they had led to victory in | 
1917. 

But two questions remain to puz- 
i'zle the foreign world, bewildered 
| by the curious trial. How could 
two leaders of a party known for 
its discipline and singleness of pur- 
pose be guilty of such treachery 
against their former comrades? If 
they are not guilty, what sinister 
pressure has forced them to stand 
in the small and crowded court- 
room, before foreign correspond- 
‘ents, and compete with each other 
in the fervency of their confessions 
of complete and unmitigated guilt? 

“Professional Revolutionists.” 

The answers to both questions 
may be suggested by the reply each 
of the accused had given many 
times to Czarist tribunals before 
1917 when they were asked their 
occupation: professional revolu- 
| tionists. 

Both men were born in the same 
-year, 53 years ago. Both joined 
the Bolsheviks, a hunted, under- 
‘ground conspiracy of workers and 
‘students, while they were still adol-

Figures shown for the other years 
were computed in proportion to the change 
in the number of employes on the assumption 
that the amount of space required for each 
worker remained practically the same as in 
1934. 

That increase in the size of the Govern- 
ment between 1934 and 1936 means this: 

If all Government offices could have been 
placed in one room in 1934, including all ac- 
tivities from postoffices to Federal relief of- 
fices, that room would have covered nearly 
three square miles, or 1653 acres, every part 
of which would have been usable either for 
desk space or storage of equipment needed 
in carrying on the tasks of the executive de- 
partments. 

A person walking around that room would 
have traveled seven miles before returning 
to his starting point. 

If all Government offices could now be 
placed in one room, it would cover more than 
three square miles, or 1997 acres. A person 
who attempted to walk around that room 
would have to walk more than eight miles 


instead of seven.

In both vears, numerous activities of the 
Government are not included in computing 
the size of the room. Among these are the 
courts, legislative offices, hospital work of 
Veterans’ Administration, field offices of 
the Forest Service and National Park Ser- 
vice, Civilian Conservation camps, military 


and naval activities which take place in 
army posts and naval stations, and third 
and fourth-class postoffices. 

If skyscrapers had been built to house 


Federal offices in 1934, it would have been 
necessary to.construct 78 the size of the 
Chrysler Building in New York City. It 


would have been necessary to build 33 the 
size of the Empire State Building 
If skyscrapers wére built to house Fed- 
eral offices this year, 95 the size the 
Chrysler Building would be needed, 40° the 
size of the Empire State Building.

field. Official records show: 
In 1933, approximately 12,000,000 square 


feet of space was used. 

In 1934, Federal offices in the capital used 
14,000,000 square feet of space, one-seventh 
of which was rented, 

This year, the Government is using 16,000,- 
000 square feet of space in Washington, of 
which 2,821,786 is rented. 

Government activities In the capital are 
located in 47 Government-owned and 90 rent- 
ed buildings, ranging from monumental 
structures of classie architecture to historie 
homes, apartment houses, department stores 
and even theaters 

The degree of mohilitv af Government 
Washington. particulariv tn the emergency 
agencies, is shown by the fact that 376 moves

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were made during the “scal year ending 
June 30. 

Officials who handle the renting of quar- 
ters have been kept busy during recent years 
by the expansion of new agencies. Both in 
field offices and in Washington, oftentimes 
matters are no sooner arranged for an of- 
fice than there is another expansion, or an- 
other new office is organized and the hunt 
for good quarters has to be renewed. 

* . * 

If a major Federal building program had 
not been planned in 1926 and largely com- 
pleted within the last three years, the short- 
age of office space in Washington since 1933 
would have surpassed that of World Was 
days. 

During the war, the Government resorted 
to the erection of temporary buildings. Thus 
far, the present space emergency has not 
required such drastic measures. In fact, 
completion of the new Federal buildings has 
permitted demolition of the old temporary 
war-time buildings. 

These buildings were poorly lighted, were 
firetraps, were hot during summer and 
drafty during winter. Demolition tempo- 
rarily was halted to provide space for the 
recent expansion of personnel, but now the 
last of these buildings is scheduled to be 
torn down next year. 

Passing of the old buildings marks the 
coming of the new type of Federal offices 
exemplified by the $17,500,000 Commerce De- 
partment building, largest Government office 
building in the world, and other new struc- 
tures centered around the Mall. 

Despite their grandeur, space. in 
buildings was provided at a smaller 
than for similar space in the average metro- 
politan skyscraper.

Among the evergreens at 
the arboretum, the jun’ ~ers have 
best been able to resist the drouth. 
Pines have suffered but little dam- 
age, spruces show some burning of 
the foliage, and arborvitaes have 
been badly scorched by the sun. 

The native deciduous shrub with- 
standing the drouth best, Beilmann 
said, was the chittamwood, botanic- 
ally Bumelia lanuginosa, which 
showed an internal temperature of 
92 degrees, a moisture reduction of 
77 per cent less than normal 
still lived. It grows 
of 15 feet, but is not recommended 
for ornamental plantings. 

Native Trees Snffer. 

Other native trees and shrubs in 
the section of the arboretum, §rep- 
resentative of much of Eastern Mis- 
souri landscape, are seriously _ af- 
and far worse off than dur- 
ing the 1934 drouth, George Pring, 
superintendent of the Garden, said.

At Lenin’s Funeral in 1924. 


These were the men who walked |

with Stalin, Bukharin, Rykov and 
Kalinin, bearing Lenin’s body _ to 
its temporary mausoleum on the 
Red Square. Trotsky was at Suk- 
hum, in the Caucasus, sulking like 
Archilles in his tent at the cabal 
which, he charged, had forced him 
into the shadows during Lenin's 


long final illness. 


Kamenev and Zinoviev, he assert- 
ed. were leaders in this cabal, with 
the still little-known Georgian, Jo- 
sef Stalin. It is true that for the 
next two years these men formed a 


triumvirate which held the most 
powerful posts in the Soviet Union. 


Rut Stalin. with Asiatic patience | 


and the skill of a master organizer, 
was packing the party's key posts 

with his own men. By 1926, when 
Kamenev and Zinoviev had wearied 


of the comparative inaction of the 


new economic policy and pressed 


for some decisive revolutionary ac- 
tion, they shared only the symbols | 


of power with a man who held its 
substance in his own hands. 

Stalin struck his principal blow at 
the = still-forming opposition by 


house-cleaning Zinoviev's Lenin- |

spring of 1926, Kamenev and | 


Zinoviev were both allied with Trot- 
sky in what has been called the

side and a new and determined | 
drive for revolution in other coun- | 
iries, Trotsky's formula of “the per- | 


manent revolution.” 
Secret Meeting in Woods. 

The three conspirators held a se- 
cret meeting in the woods near 
Moscow in the fall of 1926, and were | 
at once expelled from the Politburo. 
The ensuing years list a series of | 


accusations against them for fac: | 
tional opposition, recantations with | 
humble promises to abjure under- | 


ground tactics, and repeated accu- 
sations. On Nov. 7, 1927, the three 


lost their heads and came out into | 
the streets on the anniversary of | 
the revolution, demanding Stalin's | 


overthrow. The attempt was a fias- 


eo. and from that date it was clear | 
to them at least that only by terror | 
or conspiracy could they regain the | 


power they had lost. 


In January, 1928, the “‘Left oppo-| 
sition” was scattered in exile across | 


Siberia and Central Asia. After liv-

Statement by Eden. 

- “T have seen it said,” Eden pro- 
ceeded, “that the treaty marks the 
end of an epoch in Anglo-Egyptian 
relations. I prefer to regard it as 
beginning a new stage. During this 
stage the relations between our two 
countries will largely be governed 
by the’ provisions of this treaty and 
by the articles to which we are set- 
ting our signatures.” 

Eden expressed the hope the 
treaty would enable the two coun- 
tries “to work together in close 
amity for the furtherance of their 
common interests and a symbol of 
freely agreed and enduring part- 
nership between the British and 
Egyptian peoples.” 

Nahas Pasha said the treaty of- 
fered “to a world which is prey to 
disquieting convulsions an example 
of how much balanced reason and 
hope can be secured by sincere un- 
derstanding.” 

Negotiations for the treaty were 
headed by Sir Miles Lampson, Brit- 
ish High Commissioner in Cairo, 
and Nahas Pasha.
